BACKGROUND 


HE BELIEVE THAT THE ESSENCE OF THE

The year 1966 «aa one of economic setback for Cuba 
because of the poor sugar harvest — lens than 4.5 Million metric 
torn compared to mere then 6 million the previous year.

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net gains wre made in tbe industrial and construction 
sectors, in spits of tbe drought, there was a significant 
improvement in non-sugar agriculture, reversing tbe down- 
ward trend evident since 1901. This improvement ns set 
enough, however, to offset tbe fall in sugar production. 

3 . While there was no evident decline in overall 
availability of foodstuffs in Cuba during 1996, a sharp cut 
in supplies of rice, an important Cuban staple, caused the 
rice ration to be reduced by half. This problem resulted 
free the cut in Cosmist China's exports of riee to Cuba 
free 280,000 metric tons in 1996 to 135,000 metric tons in 
1966. A number of other basic foodstuffs are also still 
being rationed. 

4 . Cuba's total trade deficit in 1966 was about $266 
million, or acme 46 percent larger than in 1965.

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THE CUBAN MILITARY SITUATION 

1 . Cuba ha® on® of the largest, most modem, and best 
trained military establishments in Latin America. The Cuban 
armed Forces comprise an Army, Navy, Air and Air Defense 
Force, and a Popular Defense Militia, all under the juris- 
diction of the Ministry of the Armed Forces (MINFAR) . A 
paramilitary organization called the Border Guards, operated 
by the Ministry of the Interior (MININT) , maintains a watch 
over Cuba’s coastline, ready to seize anyone attempting to 
enter or leave the country illegally. 

2 . Raul Castro, the younger brother of Fidel, is Armed 
Forces Minister in addition to being Deputy Prime Minister and 
Second Secretary of the Cuban Communist Party. He is currently 
attending a high-level school and First Vice Minister Juan 
Almeida, veteran of the Sierra Maestra campaign, has temporar- 
ily assumed the position of "Armed Forces Minister by Regula- 
tory Substitution' until Raul returns. The Cuban Armed Forces 
are staffed by officers who have demonstrated their fidelity 

to the Castro regime rather than to Communism per se. 

3 . Although the primary mission of the Armed Forces is to 
defend Cuba from external attack and from internal subversion, 
troops are also used in the sugar harvest and for various 
construction and agricultural projects. Obligatory military 
service (SltQ) for males between 16 and 26 was started in 
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March 1964 with draftees serving a total of 3 years. 

A small force of 1,000 to 2,000 Soviet military adviBers 
and technicians remains in Cuba but all weapons and weapons 
systems, including those with short-range ground-to-ground, 
v round— to— a ir , and cruise missiles, are now under Cuban contro 
The Soviet military contingent in Cuba helps to maintain and 
repair some of the more sophisticated weapons and provides 
guidance and training in the use of the vast supplies of 
military equipment Cuba has received from the USSR. 
f*. The Cuban Army totals about 175,000 men of which 90,000 
are regulars and the remaining 85,000 form a ready reserve 
capable of immediate call-up. The Navy has about 7,000 men 
While the Air Force has 4,000 and the Air Defense Force has 
8,000. These are backed up by a militia of about 100,000 
»en and women. There are an estimated 3,000 men in the 
Border Guard. 

0. Naval facilities afloat comprise 18 KOISAR guided missile 
patrol craft based on the north coast near Havana, a«d 24 
motor torpedo boats, 15 submarine chasers, and a small fleet 
of leaser patrol craft distributed among the important ports 
on the north and south coasts. All of the larger vessels 
were provided by the Soviet Union. The four warships Cuba 
acquired prior to Castro’s assumption of power, three old 
•’frigates" of US origin and an antiquated "cruiser" built 
In 1912, are no longer considered effective fighting units 
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and are used for training and target practice. Smaller pre- 
1959 coastal patrol craft supplied by the US are often out 
of service for lack of repairs and maintenance and most are 
probably being gradually deactivated. The Soviet -supplied 
vessels are the backbone of the Ifavy . 

7. The Cuban ground forces are equipped with more than 
1,200 field artillery pieces and antitank guns supported by 
over 100 130-mm, 132-wm, and 2 00 -aim truck-mounted rocket 
launchers. Armored vehicles include about 600 T-34 and 
f-54/55 medium tanks, 40 JS-2 heavy tanks, 16 PT-76 amphibious 
tanks, 100 SU-100 self-propelled assault guns, and close to 
300 armored personnel carriers and scout cars. The ground 
forces also have 8 FROG (Free-Rocket-Over-Ground) tactical 
missile launchers with 30 FROG missiles and 20 SALXSU 
ground-to-ground tactical missile traasporter/launchers with 
an estimated 100 SALISH missiles. 

8. The Air Defense Force consists of 24 surface-to-air 
missile sites with about 600 missiles protecting three major 
military centers (Greater Havana, Santa Clara/Cienfuegos, 
and Holguin/Santiago de Cuba) and an estimated 1,500 anti- 
aircraft guns situated throughout the island. The antiair- 
craft artillery ranges from small calibre weapons up to 
100-mm guns, some of which are equipped with fire control 
radar. The Air Defense Force has about 50 ZSU-57-2 twin- 
mount 57 -mm self propelled guns. 
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The Cuban Air Force has about 166 modern let fighter 
Planes including 23 MIG-21 aircraft with a limited all- 
weather capability. In all , there are 58 MIG-21 , 10 MIG-1 9s 
35 MIG-17S, and 53 MIG~15s based at three major airfields 

t 

Holguin in the east, Santa Clara in central Cuba, and San 
Antonio do Xos Banos south of Havana. A fourth major air- 
field, at San Julian i Q western Cuba, is used principally 
cor primary pilot training. Nearly all jet fighter pilots 
have received advanced training in the Soviet Union while 
a lew have been trained in Communist China. The Air Force 
also has more than a domen IL-14 twin-engine transport 
aircraft; although a few have been noted in practice bombing 
operations, most are believed to be fitted out as cargo and/or 
passenger carriers, m addition to about 150 light planes 
used for training, liaison, and command and control activity 
the Air Force has over 90 helicopters, the majority of which 
are MI-1 HAtEs and MI -4 HOtJNDs. 

10. An additions! missile systeu, the SAMLET octal defense 
orulse Missile ays ton, now considered obsolete In the Soviet 
Union, was deployed at four sites in the Havana area by the 
Cuban Navy until late 1966 when all sites were vaoated. 

Since then, the 6 SAMLET launchers hay. remained in a stor.se 
area in a non-operationa] status although it seems that 4 
of the launchers may be in use for training. Cuba's SO SAMLET 
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missiles are apparently also at this storage facility. The 
reason for the deactivation of th® four sites and the future 
deployment of the system are not known at this time. 
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11. One section of the Cuban Armed Forces has 
been a source of acute embarrassment to the Castro regime. 

This is the CHAP, or Military Units for Aid to Production. 

The UMAP was formed in Hovember 1965 when the Cuban 
government decided to provide a cheap source of unskilled 
labor by inducting petty criminals, perverts, malcontents, 
suspected counterrevolutionaries, clergymen, and militant 
church members into work battalions housed in concentration 
camp- type complexes in Ca maguey Province. In this fashion, 
not only was labor made available where it was needed most, 
those elements comprising potential stumbling blocks for 
the regime was eliminated from open society. Practically 
speaking, however, the system was a failure. Harsh 
discipline and abusive physical punishment meted out to 
UMAP members evoked protests from families and friends, 

UMAP units, with no incentive to work, were not noted for 
their productivity. Although UMAP was technically a part 
of the Army, troops were given no weapons or military training. 
They were paid 7 pesos a month and were rarely eveR. 
permitted to leave their camps on pass. They performed 
agricultural work, usually in the cmnefields, seven days 

'& - 
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a week from early in the morning until the evening when 
they were compelled to attend classes in Communist in- 
doctrination. Such wan the reaction to UMAP that both 
Eidel and Raul Castro were forced to make public statements 
backing the system. Finally, in April of this year, all 
UMAP members over 27 years old were given their unconditional 
release and there are rumors that the remaining members will 
be absorbed into the regular Army and the UMAP battalions 
will be disbanded. 

12. The Cuban Armed Forces probably are in a relatively 
high state of preparedness and, short of a major US invasion, 
could successfully defend the country against external 
attack. They have already proven their capability to 
maintain internal order. Joint military training exercises, 
including elements of the ground, sea, and air forces, 
have been conducted and some units have had practical 
experience in operations against raid® from abroad by Cuban 
exiles. Although there have been unconfirmed reports of 
poor morale, there is no reason to doubt that the majority 
of the regular troops are loyal to the regime. Their 
principal drawback is a lack of combat experience and the 

low level of education of the enlisted men.

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COMMUNIST CHINA'S LATHI AMERICAN ACTIVITIES 

I. CHINA'S SiALL ROUS IN LATIN AMERICAN INSURGENCY 

1. Communist China, Ilk® Cuba , Has moved to exploit 
the conflict between the cautious orthodox Latin American 

C comma let Party leaders and their more impatient and adven- 
turous followers who are anxious to initiate guerrilla war- 
fare. Thus, China has been supplying a great deal of 
bombastic anti-US propaganda , but a snail and undetermined 
amount of training and funds to various dissident groups. 

The real Chinese purpose in this venture appears to be the 
recruitment of adherents in Peking's struggle with Moscow 
fee world Communist leadership rather than the promotion of 
insurgency in Latin America. 

2. Ming's ambitions in Latin America, whatever they 
may be, have been thwarted in recent years by their complete 
inability to attract many supporters. This, of course, is 
due to competition from the long-established pro-Soviet Can- 
munist Parties on one hand, and rivalry for leadership of 
the armed struggle movement with the Castroites on the other. 
Those who advocate guerrilla activity in Latin America ap- 
parently prefer Castro to Mao by a wide margin,

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3. Therefore, in rtcsst years, relatively ton prospec- 
tive Latin Americas insurgents have gone to China to study 
guerrilla warfare. Roreovar, sane sources have indicated that 
totting has now halted the inflow of foreign trainees because 
of internal political unrest. Competition for promising rev- 
olutionaries of either the orthodox or insurgent stripe has, 
thus, been left to the Soviets and Cubans . 

XI. FROPAGAHDA 

1. the Department of Propaganda of the Central com- 
mittee of the Comnmnlet Party of China, and the Administra- 
tive Bureau of the Radio Broadcasting System of the Council 
of State are the bodies directly responsible for all propa- 
ganda broadcast on the radio.

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CUBA’S DEPARTMENT OF STATE SECURITY 

1. The Department of state Security <WX) is that 
part of Cuba’s Ministry of the Interior that is responsible 
for counter in tel licence and political repression. Its 
chief is Captain Me Abrantes Fernandez, nesber of the 
Cuban Coammlst Party Central Coasittee. The USX, which 
has about 2,000 officers and enlisted sen, saints ins its 
national headquarters in the headquarters building* of the 
Interior Ministry in Tedado, Havana. 

2. WE branch offices have been set up In Cube’s 
six provincial capitals and on the Isle of Pines while 
smaller DS1 unite can be f ound^cit Us, tom, and villages. 
These offices have Jurisdiction over crises against the 
state, which includes treason, espionage, counter- 
revolutionary activity, and so-called "economic ” crises. 
Individuals suspected of such crises are investigated, 
arrested, interrogated, and Imprisoned by organs of the 
USE. officials of the WE play leading roles in the trials 
of suspected offenders, which frequently end in the death

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sentence. Those not executed are incarcerated in prisons 
operated by another Interior Ministry organisation, the 
Directorate of Penitentiaries, but the prisons are staffed 
to a large extent by USE personnel. 

3. The OBI Public Operations Division works in the 
open, perforating such tasks as guarding SB* buildings; 
conducting investigations, searches, seizures, and arrests; 
carrying out executions ; maintaining files and dossiers; 
operating PSB communications facilities and cryptographic 
systems; protecting foreign dignitaries is Cuba and high 
ranking Cuban officials both st hose and abroad; accompanying 
Cuban delegations visiting other countries to prevent 
defections; and maintaining a system of diplomatic couriers 
for the Cuban foreign Ministry.

A , Bl utp riat for Hevolutlon 

Tb@ French Marxist, Begi « Debra y, who ma captured 
i?y the Bolivian A ray la a clash with guerrillas oa April 1®, 
echoes many of Castro's views oa arsed revolution in his 
book aevolM ctjjs e a la levo luoida. Ke insists that the 
struggle for power in Latin Aserlca oust begin with guerrilla 
movements in the countryside and urges Coasunlst Parties to 
abandon the cities to Join the guerrillas. 

Debray's thesis , including the rejection of the 
traditional set hods of the Latin American Communist Parties , 
closely follows Castro's line. In fact his book was written 
after conversations with the Cuban leader and was published 
in January with Cuban Government backing. The book's 
preface points out that Debray had shared the life of the 
guerrillas in various Latin American countries and calls 
him "one of the most lucid interpreters of the present 
Latin American scene**. 
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But Debray *s capture — ansounced by the French 
Embassy in La Pas — . appears to hare caused embarraaaaont 
In seme quarters. The Mexican extreme left-wing sagas ine, 
Sucesoe , clalaed on April 28 that he ess one of its staff 
and that he sas among the guerrillas as a working journalist. 
Before his capture was confirmed, the Cuban Communist Party 
newspaper, Ora am*, isplied that the news had been spread in 
an atteapt to lsplieate Cuba in the Bolivian guerrilla 
struggle and ealled for proof of his capture. 

B. Guerr illa failures 


In his book, Debray *s first ala is to disprove the 
widely held conviction that tho Cuban Bevolutlos cannot be 
repeated. Be adslta that he had believed this until recently, 
and in two previous articles on Latin Aserlca he lamented 
that the Cuban success had raised the level of saterial 
and ideological preparation among the Latin American govern- 
ments rather than among the revolutionary vanguards. Attempts 
to launch a guerrilla war had failed in Argentina, Paraguay, 
the Dominican Republic and Peru. Sven in Bevo lucldn en la 
Revolueidn Debray warns that "the enemy" has increased his

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vigilance. The army and rural guards enjoy a certain 
prestige; communications have been improved under the guise 
of "technical and social assistance" and seaborn of the 
Peace Corps have been integrated in the rural areas as a 
result of "hard work, patisacs and at time* real self-denial". 
In view of this and of their superior unitary power, the 
present governments • resources should not be underestimated , 
but Debray •» advice eeenm to be sore a recipe for survival 
than a solution to the problem of seising political power, 
despite his statement that the capture of power is the only 
legitimate aim of revolutionary movements. 

Debray attributes the failure of such movements to the 
adoption of "imported political schemes, disguised as 
military tactics sad applied to historical conditions very 
different from those In whieh the schemes took root". 

In particular he attacks the accepted concepts of armed 
self-defense, armed propaganda, a permanent guerrilla base 
and the subordination of the guerrillas to the party. 

Fach of these, he claims, was ignored by Castro. Be prescribes 
Cuban solutions to problems faced by all Latin American 
movements, despite his assertions in an earlier essay that 
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there we no continental unity in l»tin Aeeriee and 
thet unlike Cuhn. .11 »tin *-rto. B revolution, weld 
wee to rely on their « renounce. . But he eleo ol»i« 
that the Cuban atrength lay in the feet that Caetro did 
not have any eot Ideology or taction but tmprovtaed.

"Mm who claims that the mass self-defense 
organisation is 'passive* end that 'it regards the revolutionary 
*ass struggle* is ill-acquainted with the history of the 
peasant and arsed struggle in our country”, it said. 

c • Armsd propaganda ejected 

Debray also rejects arsed propaganda , a tactic accepted 
by the Chinese and the Worth Vietnamese, because it also 
reveals the presence of the guerrillas to ths government forces 
and does not convince the peasants. He adds that even if 
the peasants were persuaded to Join the guerrillas, thers 
would be nothing with which to arm them. Although he admits 
that thsrs are many advocates of propaganda following an 
ambush he again points to the Cuban example - "Significant 
details: in two years of war, Fidel did not hold a single 
meeting in his area of operations”. Only at a much later 
stage, and one not yet reached by any Latin American 
guerrilla movement, does Debray allow for speeches and 
Ap p mve^^o?f?eTel 0 A$&?9 revolution. 

«s£hm» 
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Me does not accept the traditional Aslan Communist 
Idea of persanent guerrilla bases fros which to direct 
operations. In bis opinion this is a Mistake deriving Iron 
an over-opt islet ic estimate of the guerrillas* strength in 
relation to the superior combat forces of the Latin American 
governments. And as In Peru, where Luis de la Puente eet 
up several guerrilla baaaa while erroneously claiming to 
be following the Cuban example, such a mistake wae suicidal 
whereever the rural population was scatter*, where there 
were no frontiers with friendly countries and where there 
were enemy troops ready to he transported by air. Debray 
reminds potential revolutionaries that the attempt by "Che" 
Guevara — the former Cuban leader who disappeared in 1965 — 
to establish a base with hospital and communications in 1957 
was a 'catastrophe*. Survival of a guerrilla movement must 
depend on surprise and mobility. But the first clash with 
the Bolivian gusrrillas in March — in which Debray was 
captured — occurred when government troops came upon a 
camp which, according to Press reports, was equipped with a 
hospital. 
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Debray believe* that the traditional dependence of 
the guerrilla aovenenf o» a town-based political party has 
accounted for natch of the revolutionary Movements* present 
weakness. Guerrilla leaders often have to oater the tovns 
for consultations or to receive orders , ami this Inevitably 
leads to their death sooner or later. Debray re fere to the 
so-called "suicide", preeunably of the V*aes«ioian guerrilla 
fighter Fabric io Ojeda last surer, and to "strange hazards 
like a ear accident", proa usably that of the Guatemalan, 

Turcioe Lisa. Moreover, the guerrillas are Materially 
dependent on the toes leaders who tend to forget their 
existence and are ignorant of thalr problems. Debray warns that 
this dependence often leads to the abandeaaent of the guerrilla 
struggle, lie is clearly thiaklng of the Feaesuelaa Cerenist 
Party, recently attached by Castro, when he refers to 
"bourgeois" comrades softened by city life. 

D. Traditional ide^ at tacked 

Debray attacks the traditional pro-Soviet Latin 
Acer lean Cream let Parties for clinging to old "dlncredltod" 
conceptions such as the theory of united front* and the

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alliance of the four clutw, including the national 
bourgeoisie. Castro also relied on the national bourgeoisie 
for support during the revolutionary struggle and la the 
first few years of power, but Debray ignores this, in as 
earlier essay os revolutionary strategy in Latin America, 
he laid such of the blase for the adoption of a national 
democratic line by aany Gossunlst Parties set the Soviet 
Communist Party's 20th Congress in i960. 8a cites the 
Chilean emphasis on peaceful tactics, the assessaent of the 
Colombian and Peruvian Consnnist Parties that violent 
revolution is Saevltable but that conditions are not yet ripe 
anil that all methods should be used. The Peruvisns are mow 
concentrating on Improving their legal position and on 
infiltrating the trade unions. Dsbrayalso mentions the defeme 
of the peaceful path by the Mexican, Argentinian and 
Brazilian Communists. He considers that these orthodox 
parties tend to scorn the peasants and devote themselves 
to the urban proletariat to tbe detriment of the guerrillas 
— a view shared by -Che- Guevara. »hil* the armed struggle 
was the subject of each organisation of strikss, in **1©01 
international democratic bodies", awl in the organisation 
of the party that they failed to teems informed of the 
military aspect of national libesatioa. They yielded to 
"the electoral opinion".

he bray is squally acsptlcal of the pro-Chinee e 
Communist Parties* ability to take part in the guerrilla 
struggle. Although seme ” ifarx Is t-Len inlet groups" sere formed 
to hastes the arsed struggle which they accused the 
"revision late" of sabotaging, they had done nothing but 
insist on their right be the "proletariat's political vanguard" 
and had, is their turn, sabotaged the armed struggle. 

They had eves condensed those who tried to put their propaganda 
into practice. Debray confesses that revolut ionary groups, 
seriously trying to undertake the arsed struggle, find them- 
selves store persecuted by so-called "itorxist-Lenlnist ” 
parties than by the governments they are opposing. 

he rejects the creation of national fronts by the 
Communist parties to direct the armed struggle — such as 
the Venezuelan FIX. These tended to impose a rigid 
organisation on the guerrillas and reverse the aatural 
development of a liberation front from a guerrilla nucleus. 

Euch formulae also prevented the formation of a centralised 
executive political-military leadership, which was essential 
to a successful armed strt^gle. 
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Advising tlis Cornua 1st Parties to abandon the cities 
and join the guerrilla struggle, Debra; said the internal 
structure of the parties sill have to be dismantled and the 
principle of democratic centralisation suspended in favour 
of obedience to the Military leader. Many Communist leaders 
would be automatically excluded frost playing a part in the 
struggle because they were physically unfit for the regoure 
of guerrilla life. If the Co— un ist Dart lee failed to take 
to the mountains then the role of revolutionary vanguard 
would press Into other hands. Debray again guotes Castro: 
’’Who will make revolution in Latin America? The people, the 
revol ut lenar ies , with the party or without the party". 

F . Military nucleus first 

Although he thus offsrs an opportunity to the Communist 
Parties to join is the guerrilla struggle. Debray never 
allows the political to precede the military power. Again 
taking the example of the Cuban revolution, he 1— lets on the 
creation of a military nucleus in the first instance. Castro, 
he recalls, had no connections with the Cubes Popular 
Socialist (Communist) Party, in tbs early stages. As the 
guerrilla movement advanced, it should take on the reepon- 
eibilitles of the political vangsard in the aese of the 
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workers and pee* ants. Hfft of the Cuban leaders were not 
old guard Co*niste but former guerrillas, and the Cuban 
revolution bad shown the possibility of forging politico- 
military men through the revolutionary process 

Debray thus sees the guerrilla nucleus as the embryonic 
ruling party and decries the feasibility of the reverse 
and traditionally accepted process , that of creating a 
guerrilla nucleus from a purely political movement. He goes 
further then Guevara oho, in an article ©a guerrilla mitre, 
conceived of tho guerrilla army, and not the past, as the 
striking force but still held that tho party should guide 
the workers is their struggle to seise power, mt the 
existence of a revolutionary consciousness does not have 

to precede revolutionary action. 

It is unlikely that Dsbray's theses will gain acceptance 
among the orthodox Latin American Communist Parties or even 
the pro-Chinese Communist Parties which assign the leading 
role to the party. Ho far there have been no moves to order 
the party members te the mountains. A statement from the 
Guatemalan Cosmuniat Party (POT) after Castro’s mrch IS 
speech did euggest that all party members should take an 
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part In the giwnUlt straggle. But this «u followed 
by another, slgwMl by the leerstirf-Ossml , to tbs effect 
that no such dsoisloe had boon tUun. Inttwd Bebriy*s 
booh, as volt as Oumra's article and Castro *o lnemsloglf 
provocatlv* e poechee , will probably encourage a few dis- 
hard guerrillas without party support nod antagonise still 
further the Latin Aserican Co— u n lata. 
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Cuban Subversive Activities is Uruguay 1959 - 1967 

1. The Cubes embassy is Montevideo began disseai anting 
pro-Cuban propaganda soon after Castro case to poser. This 
activity and tbs Cuban ambassador's support for Communist- 
inspired demonstrations led tbe Uruguayan government to 
declare him persona bob grata ia January 1961. Fol loving 
tbe ambassador's expulsion, Cuba began to take precautions 
to preserve Montevideo as a ga teeny and base of operations 
against neighboring countries, and virtually stopped 
activities against tbe Uruguayan governutxl Itself.

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Cuban Subversive Activities in Dominican Republic 19S9 - 1967

numbered sore than 200, were eventually either killed or 
captured after several weeks of fighting and heavy Dominican 
military casualties. 0a 25 June the Dominican Republic 
broke off diplomatic relations. 

2. During 1002, the provisional Council of State, 
which was preparing the country for its first free elections 
in sore than 30 years, was the major target for Cuban 
subversion. A cadre of Domi n ica n Communist a was headquartered 
in Cute, and clandestine contact was maintained with sym- 
pathiser* inside the Dominicas Republic 

3. Following the inauguration of President Juan Bosch 
in February 10B3, prominent Dominican Co— uniat and pro- 
Castro loaders returned to the country. With their return 
there was a significant increase in Com— 1st agitation 
and pro-Castro activity, (torn member of tho Cni—imist- 
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dominated Dominican Popular Ksvmt <MK», *h© *** 
deported in late 1963 for wbvfirtiw activity, wee barred 
from entering the country in April IMS. Reportedly, fee 
had 550,000 in hie p ossess ion which lie feed obtained in 
Cuba for the He's use. Included la the number of returnee* 
were several leaders of the Dominican Ceamuaiet Party GPCB) 
who had lived in Cube since Trujillo roee to poser, 

4. to December IP®, the 14th of June Revolutionary 
Movement (KR-1J4) and the KPD initiated a abort lived 
guerrilla campaign, A number of the participants in this 
ill-fated effort, which enjoyed vocal prop aga n d a support 
from Havana radio, had received paramilitary training in 
Cuba and the Cubans aided the efforts with arms and aanuni- 
t ion. Cuba also quickly responded with propaganda support 
for a transit workers* strike in Ray 1964, 

5. Cuba provided training to more than 50 of the 
extremists in the forefront of the Dominican insurrection in 
April - mj 1966. Over 40 extremist* clandestinely returned 
to the country from Cube and elsewhere in late 1964 and 
early 1905. Although the Cubans gave strong political and 
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propaganda support to the "cos* t Itttt lone 1 iats ” ovsr Havana 
radio and at tbs DP, they were careful to ateor clear 
of active Military involvement or support . 

6. Recently, the Cuban* havs shown an increasing 
reluctance to grant direct financial aid to Demin lean 
extremists and instead have preferred to extoad help over 
which they have aoaae control awe tot a a training and scholarship 
assistance. On 3 hay 1#S7, however, President Hslagusr 
announced that his govemaaat had caught a Dominican agent 
of Cuba*# DO! red-handed. The agent, a assber of the W, 
was captured with his c om m un ications and code apparatus 
intact. According to Halaguer, the agent had been ashing 
daily radio reports to Havana on the Dominican situation.

1. The Cubes Consulate in Kingston, the only Cuban 
representation in the Caribbean, has continued active 
contact with some of Jaaaiea*s left-slag leaders, and has 
prosoted direct contacts with Havana , The consulate's 
large staff is side up entirely of Cuban intelligence 
operators.

I960, way have been responsible for the quiet absorption 
of the Communist -front Unemployed Workers Council by the 
leftist Young Socialist league during the earner of 1966.

5. In addition to the Cuban Consulate’s dealings with 
Jamaican extremists, there is considerable evidence that 
it is being used as a "staging post" to assist subversive 
movements in other Latin American countries.

1* Frier to the break, la Cubeo-Honduran diplesatic 
relations In April 1951, Cubans under diplomatic Immunity 
engaged ia proselyting in the north coast region of Honduras.

2. During 1952 and 1993, there sere acatterd reports 
of exiltd mcaraguan guerrilla groups based in the thinly 
patrolled Honduran frontier arses.

3. During 1963, a large anount of Cuban propaganda 
mm sent to Honduras through the regular sails. There 
were uncoafimod reports that arse sere being snuggled 
into Honduras freak Cuba and that Cuban agents sere landed 
in June and July. 

4. In late 1964, Cuba set up a revolutionary group 
called the Liberation Hoveaeat of Francisco Soraxan (HUH) , 
made up of Hondurans who had received guerrilla carfare 
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training la Cuba. The group «d« an abortive attack ok 
the Rio blade hydroelectric plant la Shrek IMS bet baa 
since been Inactive. 

3. This lack of activity is due to two factors, 
is fhvana’s UMitMat that the Hum possessed no 
c omprehens ive revolutionary pro g r am. The other is that 
the Communist Tarty of Boaduras (PCS) is split into too 
antagonistic factions, the San Pedro Sola Cosat t tee, the 
’Sard line faction** composed of young militants, and the 
Tegucigalpa Committee made up of "orthodox" Marxists vbo 
contend that coaditioas are not ripe for direct activity. 

6. Actually, important elements of both

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Cuban Subversive Activities in B rasil 1959 - 1967 

1. During the y«*rs 1900 - 1902, the Castro regime 
developed close ties with Francisco Juliao, the self* 
proclaimed Communist and leader of the Peasant Leagues 
in northeast Brasil. Juliao, whose wife and children reside 
in Cuba, has traveled there on several occasions, and a 
number of hie associates and ra»k~and-f lie members of the 
Teagues have gone to Cuba for agricultural training which 
was undoubtedly heavily larded with ideological Indoctrination. 
Transportation direct from northeast Brasil to Cuba was 
provided by Cubans airlines on at least one occasion. 
Circumstantial evidence strongly suggests that Juliao ted 
received financial assistance for his movement from the 
Cuban Government . Brazilian Communist leaders privately 
stated, in fact, that Juliao '» Peasant Le agues received 
not only money but also shipments of nail arms from Cuba. 
These Brazilian Communists also said that the reason Julio 
sent his family to Cuba was that he feared they might be 
endangered in the civil war he expected to erupt at any 
moment in Brasil. 
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2. Til© Cuban Oawernmeat also daring 1982 cultivated 
clone relations with leaders of the dissident Co— mist

which Castro expre seed Identity of feeling with the dissident 
Brasilian Coanuniats and criticised the regular Co— amlst 
Party for its failure ,f to take a strong revolutionary line** 
in accordance with the decision of the 22nd party congress 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. Castro approved 
the insurrectionary policy of the CPB and urged the leaders 
to organise guerrilla activities sad start the revolutionary 
movement in Brasil "a* aoon as possible.** Castro advised 
then that government reprisals against revolutionary action 
in Brasil would only increase popular discontent and swell 
the ranks of the revolutionaries. Be advised CPB leaders 
to give special emphasis to securing as wide a base as 
possible among agricultural workers and the inhabitants 
of rural areas. 

3. The Cuban embassy in Rio do Janeiro was a source 

of assistance to Communist and pro~Ce— inlst elements during 
this period. In May 1982, leaks to the Brazilian press 
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reported dlscussioot Jin tbv llitB ctbis^t on the 

subversive ftctivities being directed by Cubtu Ai^tssedor 
Joaquin Hernandez Arass. The Wiry and Any Minister* later 
expressed particular concern over Hernandez* activities. 

4, In December 1968, Cuban funds and propaganda for 
Julian *s Peasant leagues sere disrupted when Brazilian 
authorities discovered several guerrilla training centers 
at the sane tine as dissension erupted in the novensnt. 

In early 1963, the Cuban Embassy stood ready to aid the 
major dissident elenont, while Jullao began selling pers©is#l 
possessions to raise funds. By tin end of June, however, 
Jullao clalned to have the support of Cuban Ambassador 

Raul Ron Keurl, the son of Cuban Foreign Minister Haul Boa, 
who had arrived In Brazil on 3 June. According to reports, 
Roe resumed funding Jullao and attempted to bring elements 
of the dissident CPB Into Jullao *s orbit. 

5 . During 1963 the Cubans also expended considerable 
effort and funds on activities designed to emphasize to 
Brazilians the achievements of the Cuban revolution, this

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plane to tli® Fourth Fan African gases in $a© Paulo, hold 
fro» 20 April to 5 May, Thro® Cuban representat ives also 
attended the Latin Asericaa Educator* * Conference in Bio, 
where they extolled the aceosplinhsents of education in Cuba. 
Over 100 Brazilian architects were Invited to the Inter- 
national Union of Architects Congress in Havana in the fall, 
and Cuban President Porticos invited Brasilian President 
Ggu 1 art to via it Cuba. 


6. In the fall of 1083 Ambassador 8©a appeared to be 
changing his Kind about supporting Juliao and began to favor 
Leonel Brixola, President Goulart** violently ant i-Aser lean 

brother-in-lav.

i. In April 1962, the Argentine community in Cub* 
organised the Cuban-Argent iae Friendship Institute. One of 
its leaders was John William Cooke, their exiled former chief 
of ex-dictator Juan Baron's political machine in Argentina. 
Cooke was and is, still active in that faction of the Beroniata 
arty, now quite small, which seeks concerted action with the 
Communist Party of Argentina. This faction in generally re- 
jected by the great majority of Beronista movement. In 1962, 
Cooke maintained regular contact with sympathisers inside 
and outside of Argentina through travelers and through his 
wife, Alicia figures de Cooke, a resident of Montevideo, who 
apparently had regular means of communication with individuals 
in Argentina. Be and his wife recruited Argentine citizens 
to go to Cubs for training. There are also strong indications 
that they encouraged and perhaps assisted terrorist activities 
carried out in the past by Argentine Beronista and Communists. 

2. Prior to the diplomat ic break between Argentina and 
Cuba in February 1962, the Cuban embassy is Buenos Aires 
provided financial assistance to ant i— government groups there .

3. Following tfae severing of diplomatic relations,

On 19 July lMt. the federal police in 
Bu.no. Aire, reported unearthing a center of Comnunist and 
Peronlet activities in tbs capital. Two Buenos Airs, 
pollcsnsn had bean shot and killed st a suburban sarehous. 
the previous month. Investigation, revealed a guaetity ot 
eaploslva. and propaganda stored in the wrenon... Th. trail 
led to the arrant of Joaa Baria Aponte, a journalist and 
known Pnronint activist, and Baric Masai, earner of the firs 
that owned the wnrehoune. It sue Inter revealed that Basel 
had been rn.lntti.lng contact with Cuban Co«n.ninta. with 
John wiliiaa Cooks, and with an unidentified wu-in aasoci.ted 
with the Cuban embassy in Uruguay who was probably Alicia 
Sguren da Cocks. According to the Argentine police invest i- 
gatioa, at leant 100 Argentine citisens bad bees east from 
Argentina to Cuba (through Uruguay and Bnnico) for training 
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in guerrilla warfare between 1959 and 1962. On their return 
to Argentina, these sen were to be used in planned activities 
in Formosa , Tucuman, Salta, and other Argentine Provinces. 
They and a number of other individuals were apprehended by 
the Argentine police in connection with the subversive

4 . In mid-January 1963 Fidel Castro told p^g^fg^^j 
ggg.that Argentina ms the second objective (after Vene- 
zuela) in his revolutionary plan for Latin America. Cuban 
leaders were making an all-out effort to win the cooperation 
of Juan Peron , who was then residing in Madrid . In April 
told that 

Cubans had given the Peronists $750,000, presumably as a 
token of Castro’s support. Subsequently, contacts between 
Cuban officials close to Castro and Feronist agsnts increased. 
Two such officials who had accompanied Castro os his visit to 
Moscow in April and May reportedly met with Antonio in Madrid 
after the Moscow visit. 


5 . On 22 June 1963, John William Cooke arrived 
clandestinely in Buenos Aires from Uruguay and met with 
representatives of the "hard-line " (Leftist) Peronists, 
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H® offered financial aid to help then launch a "vote la 
blank” movement designed to sabotage the Argentine elections 
of 7 July. At about the sane tine, Cookete site arrived in 
Santiago, Chile, where she presided over a secret Communist 
meting to coordinate plans for the Argentine elections. 

In the meantime, Hector VI l la Ion, an Argentine involved in 
commercial transactions for the Cuban Government and an 
agent of Peron in contact with various governments , had 
arrived in Montevideo with large suns of money which he 
was to use to support the hard-line Peron is ts and buy or 
influence as aany Peronist leaders as possible. The revela- 
tion of these schemes prompted the Argestine Government to 
issue a decree restricting Communist activities in Argentina . 

s. la January 1»€4, Julio Gal lego, a left-wing Peronist , 
and Cuban contact traveled to the provinces of Jujuy and 
Salta near the Bolivian border presumably to visit the pro- 
Castro guerrilla camps discovered by Argentine police in 
March. Gome guerrillas who were arrested in that raid are 
known to have had guerrilla warfare training in Cube. Among 
the propaganda items found at these camps was a book written 
by Jorge Ricardo Masetti, a protege of "Che" Guevara, who 
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wa® i® Cafe* in 1963 mm m director of Prongs Latina ♦ Be 
i» thought to he the "Commandants Segundo" who was in charge 
of the swell guerrilla heads discovered la northern Argentina 
in March and April . 
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7. Following the Havana meeting of Latin Auer lean Com- 
munists in Moves her 1964, at which Cuba agreed to support 
only pro-Moscow Communist parties in Latin America , the 
Cubans largely ended their financial support of Yillalon, 

Cooke , and other aspirant revolutionaries. f^HBI 

quoted Cooke to the effect that 
Cuban support for Argent i ns subvers 1 vs movements would hence- 
forth be channeled through the PCA — in accordance with the 
agreement reached at the Havana aeetlng. In «*uly 1966, it 
was reported that the left-wing Feroaist revolutionary faction 
was turning increasingly toward Communist Chinn rather than 
Cuba for advice, financial support, and training. 


a. Since 1965, Cuban aid to would-be revolutionaries 
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in Argentina has been channeled exclusively through the PC A, 
which is now illegal and operates clandestinely. Within the 
pro-Soviet PCA , Castroism has fallen into disfavor, on the 
other hand, younger activists support the Castro theory of 
guerrilla warfare, ss well as the Maoist revolutionary line. 
In Argentina's middle-class society, however , there is little 
basis for starting or sustaining a guerrilla campaign, so 
the extremists' activities must remain theoretical or con- 
cerned with other countries. About 150 youths have received 
training in Cuba in recast years, but they have made no 
apparent effort to put what they have learned into practice. 
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Cuban Subversive Activities in El Salvador 1959 - 1967 

1. On 1 March 1961, the Salvadoran Governaent broke 
diplomatic relations with the Castro regime after if 
received evidence of conversations between Cuban charge 
Robert o Lasse le, and leading Salvadoran Coaaunlsts in which 
Lass ale urged increased revolutionary activity. Further 
controls were imposed os subversives in September 1962, 
when the Salvadoran Government began arresting persons who 
had traveled to Cuba. Accordingly there was a sharp drop 
in interest on the part of students and others in asking 
trips to Cuba.

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Cuban Subversive Activities in Hai ti 1959 - 1997 

1. oq 13 August 1959, a snail revolutionary 
expedition landed in Haiti Iron Cuba. This group van 
completely liquidated by the Haitian military and the 
foray prompted the severing of diplomatic relations 
between the two countries on 29 August. Many Haitian 
Communists fled to Cuba and gathered under the leader- 
ship of Bene Deprestre. Many thousands of Haitian 
citizens employed as sugar cane workers in eastern Cuba 
were then subjected to Castroist indoctrination. 

2. Cuba's subversive efforts directed against 
the Duval ier regime today are confined largely to 
guerrilla training and propaganda broadcasts. 

I*. A group of Haitians is receiving guerrilla 
training in Cuba through the Union of Haitians Resident 
In Cuba (AHRC). AHEC cooperates with the external 
organization of the Calf led Democratic Front for the 
National Liberation of Haiti (OREFH), a new Haitian 
Communist front. Reportedly, these revolutionaries 
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are to be infiltrated into Haiti via the Do* in lean Republic 
when the tl*e i» "ripe". It has been reliably reported 
recently that 14 Party of Popular Accord (PDP) members, 
probably trained in Cuba, were sent by the Cuban government 
to the Lion in lean Republic to train Haitians in that country. 
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Cuban Subversive Activities in Chile 1959 - 1967 

1. During the years 1960-1902, the Cuban embassy in 
Santiago was the source of propaganda support for pro-Com- 25X1 C 
munist groups associated with Salvador Allende, a Socialist

a visit to the area by a Cuban diplomat in July, pro-Castro 
propaganda was being distributed in the area. Communists and 
pro-Communist is in the area were reportedly saying, "the 
mountains of Salamanca are going to be the Chilean Sierra 
Maestra . " 



2. During 1902-1963 the Cuban Commercial Office in 
Santiago and the local Prensa Latina office functioned as 
mechanisms to pass funds to Allende and his campaign for the 
presidency. Allende *s campaign manager, Salomon Corbalan, 
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also made several trips to Cuba to obtain funds and instruc- 
tions . 


3. On the other hand, relations between the Communist 
Party of Chile (PGCh) and the Cuban Government were not close 
during this period. The PCCh was committed to its policy of 
’’via Pacifica” and firmly rejected Castro’s calls for violent 
revolution in Latin America. Cuba repeatedly offered guerrilla 
training to the PCCh, but was rejected each time. As a result 
the Cubans attempted to work with the more militant Socialist 
Party and reportedly were successful in attracting some trainees. 

4 . In 1964, Cuban efforts were heavily concentrated on 
Allende*® presidential campaign. After Allende visited Cuba 

in January, the usually reserved Che Guevara said, "Watch Chile, 
it will be the next Latin American country to enter our camp.” 
Cuban hopes and exertions were severely disrupted in August 
when Chile complied with the OAS resolution and broke diplomatic 
relations with Havana. This misfortune was compounded by 
Eduardo Frei's smashing victory over Allende at the polls in 
September . 

3 . Chilean-Cuban relations could best be described as 
"restrained" during 1965 and early 1966, On 13 March 1966, 
however, Castro condemned the Frei government for the first 
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time — thus stirring anti-Cuban feelings in Chile. Castro 
said Frei was bringing, "bloodshed without revolution" to 
Chile rather than the claimed "bloodless revolution," and 
that "armed struggle" will be the only way to bring real 
revolution to Chile. He repeated these accusations in July 
and some Chilean Communists who were present cut short their 
visit to Cuba. 

6. Recently there have been reports that the PCCh is 
trying to repair its relations with Castro. The PCCh was 
able to thwart the Socialist desire to include extremists 
in the Chilean LASO committee, and the party may use the 
July LASO meeting to dlaucss its differences with Castro. 

7 . At the present time Cuban subversive activities 
are practically non-existent in Chile. Relations between 
the two countries are very bad, and even left-wing Chileans 
have criticized Castro’s techniques. 
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Cuban Subversire Activities in Costa Rica 1959 - 1967 

1. Aw early ae I960, the Cuban Government asked the 
Popular Vanguard Party (FVP) , the email Costa Rican Communist 
party, to select young men to be trained in Cuba. Two 
leading FVP leaders, Rlgoberto Carmona and Jose Murillo, 
went to Cuba in June 1962 for guerrilla training. These 

men were to set up guerrilla schools la Costa Rica on tbeir 
return. At the same time, Fernando Chaves Molina, a veteran 
Communist , was named to urge the central committee of the PVP 
to emulate the Cuban revolution. 

2 . During 1963, Cuban trained guerrillas were reported 
to be opera t tag In various sections of the country. These 
guerrilla fighters were used by the FTP to counter opposition 
to its May Say celebration in 1963 and reportedly pleased the 
party’s hierarchy with their tuck-throwing ability when a 
riot erupted. During this year the Costa Rican Society for 
Friendship with the Peoples, a Communist -front group, became 
active and propagandised on behalf of trying to copy the 
Cuban revolution. 
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la 1964, zsoet of the pro-Castro activity in Coat* 

H tea appeared to be directed against neighboring Micaragua 
as Cuban-trained revolutionaries ventured across tbe border 
to stir up trouble. In addition, the police inspector at a 
town in the Pacific banana none reported in early February 
that two unidentified Cubans who traveled iron Panama to 
Costa Rica attempted to stir up banana workers in support 
of Panamanian charges against the PS following the anti-US 
canal riots. 

4 . Since 1964, no reliable reports have been received 
of Cuban subversive activities against the Costa Rican 
Government . PVP leaders attend all the many celebrations 
and conferences held in Havana, but faithfully adhere to 
political action rather than armed revolutionary tactics. 

5 . Relations between the FTP and Cuban Communist Party 
have become increasingly strained because of Cuba’s alleged 
interference with PVP affairs, particularly its urging the 
Costa Ricans to turn to armed revolution. 

6. In fact, small groups within the PVP have been 
talking in favor of armed revolution. Their influence plus 
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that of Radio Havana has begun to affect the thinking of 
other* in the party. In the last few Months sows PVP 
members have advocated bringing Cuban experts in guerrilla 
carl are to Coat a Rica to train party member*? .

Mexico in 19«2 vas reported to have concluded an agreement 
with leaders of the newly formed extremist group, the 
National Liberation Movement (mil), in which some of the 
money sent by Havana for embassy expenses was earmarked 
as a contribution to the KtH, Mexican officials were dis- 
turbed at the participation of Cuban embassy officials in 
inciting anti-US demonstrations by students in Ally and 
August 1960. They were also angered at the large amount of 
Cuban pro pa g an da coming into the country. 

2. Cuban subversive activities in Mexico have been 
support and liaison actions directed at other countries, 
mainly Central American. The Centro regime has avoided 
revolutionary activity directed against Mexico, which 
provides a commercial, travel, and diplomatic outlet as 
well as an outpost for subversion of Latin America. 
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Cuba cont inue# to its hmbmmmy * i Heatico as • funding and 
communicat ions center for Central American communists, and 
Cuban involvement in erne trafficking in Mexico ban been 
frequently reported but not proved.

5 . The Moscow-oriented PdP hns about 666 members, but 
only 50 are active.

1. After Paraguay severed diplomatic relations with 
Cuba on 5 December 1960, Paraguayan exiles in Uruguay and 
Brazil began to receive Cuban financial assistance. Pour 
members of the United Front for national Liberation (FOLK A) , 
a Paraguayan Communist exile group la Uruguay, now defunct, 
reportedly received $230 monthly in 1962 from the Cuban 
embassy in Montevideo to finance pro-Castro activities. 

2 . In February 1964, reports indicated that Paraguayan 
exiles ia Argentina, and Brazil bad received $30,000 from 
Cuban representatives la Montevideo to support their attempts 
to overthrow the Stroesaaer regime. Meanwhile, Cube 
reportedly also financed the purchase of weapons asd ammu- 
nition that were cached in Argentina and Brazil by the 
Paraguayan Communist Party (PCP) , using members who had been 
trained in Cuba. 

3 . The PCP now claims that over 200 men have received 
some isstructloa in guerrilla warfare— about half in Cuba 
and the rest at training bases in Argentina and Brazil,

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Cuban Subversive Activities is Nicaragua 1959 - 1997 

1. Following the break in Micaragua-Cuba relations 
on 1 June 1990, a cadre of Nicaraguan Communists- in-exile 
vasbbaeed in Cuba. Some of t M m Nicaraguans were trained 
in guerrilla warfare and were later infiltrated into 
Nicaragua across the Honduran border. 

2 . Eight Nicaraguans were tried in June 1962, for 
conducting terrorist training. They were caught while 
attending a course in bomb asking taught by a Cuba-trained 
instructor. Nicaraguan authorities also seised ansi, 
ammunition, explosives, and 700 pounds of propaganda. A 
Nicaraguan found with an arse cache earlier that year 
reportedly told interrogators that the aras had cose fros 
Cuba. In the fall, another Nicaraguan, who had gone to Cuba 
in aid- 1962 , ostensibly for a surgical operation, was caught 
with supplies of explosives intended for terrorist boablngs. 

3 . In January 1993, Cuban support to Nicaraguan 
insurgent groups was directed to tbe newly created National 
Liberation front (FIJI). The amount of money sent from Cuba 
to this group in 1993 cannot accurately be assessed, but 
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at least $10,000 found Its say into TIM coffers. Soso 
report* also Indicate that arse and supplies had been 
snuggled to the group's principal training caap on the 
Bio Patuca. 

4. In August 1983, the TIM launched an unsuccessful 
guerrilla foray Into northern Nicaragua from Honduras, which 
cost the snail organisation sene of ite key personnel. 
Following this disaster, the TIM appeared to ht nor 1 bund. 

5 . Since 1983, the Fin's successor organisation, 
the National Head in 1st Liberation Front <FS1U), has been 
the object of constant harassment by both Nicaraguan and 
Honduran security forces. Consequently, the fain has shown 
no capability to launch a successful anti-government action, 
but It was involved in the pre-election riotim®. in January 
1967. The FB1M is now reportedly obtaining arse, and say 
be expected to take advantage of future disorders.

3. Yon refused, and on 13 January 1966 Castro publicly 
chastised him for following "the wrong revolutionary path" 
and for being a "tool of the Trotskyists." 

4. In line with tbe agreement reached at the November 
1664 meeting in Havana of mtin American Communists, aad as 

a result of Ton's failure to come to terms with tbe Communist 
Party, Cuba began to channel its aid exclusively to tbe 
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fighting arm of the party, the Rebel A xmed Fore®* (FAR) • 

This aid vaa provided through the Cuban embassy in Mexico 
and apparently still i*. The embassy Third-Secretary was 
arrested in Mexico last fall in connect ion with clandestine 
arms smuggling with the FAR. 

». In October 1R66, FAR leader Luis Turcios was 
killed in an automobile accident and Julio Cesar Macias 
Mayors, alias Cesar Montes , a member of tbe POT central 
committee, was named as his replacement. Turcios’ removal 
from the scene does not eeem to have brought the unification 
of the guerrilla movement much nearer , though Ton Sosa made a 
gesture in this direction by announcing that ne had broken 
with the Fourth International and expelled three Trotskyists 
from him group. 

3 . Both guerrilla groups have been weakened by army 
and right-wing vigilante operations against them. Despite 
these acts, however, they are still eapable of harassing the 
government; the FAR, at least, can count on continued Cuban 
training and financial assistance.

1963, the Ecuadorean police arrested and deported to Cuba 
Julia de Cordova, a Cuban agitator who had been living in 
Ecuador under an assumed name for more than a year. Also 
in April, a Cuban-trained revolutionist lost his arm when 

a home-made bomb exploded is his hand during a training 
exercise. 

4. Following the military coup on 11 July 1963, the 
Ecuadorean Government *s careful monitoring of anti-government 
activities severely hampered Cuban efforts. Clandestine 
reports coat inusd to indicate, however, that Rafael Echevarria, 
the leader of the hard-line faction of the Ecuadorean Communist 
i*arty , was in contact with Castro and was readying guerrilla 
operations. Other sources reported that Cuban aid had been 
offered to followers of former presidents Velasco Ibarra and 
Arosemena in order to eliminate the military junta . 

&. Under the interim governments of Verovl and 
Arosemena since April 1966, restrictions on Communists have

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eased considerably. Cuban activities, however, continue to 
be limited and of little demonstrable importance. The 
perpetual disorganisation, lack of cohesiveness, and poor 
quality of leadership among the various Ecuadorean terrorist 
and revolutionary groups have probably led the Cubans to 
conclude that revolutionary prospects are slight at best 
in Ecuador.

1. Venezuela ban been at the top of Cuba's subversion 
Ust, primarily because the TALK , the paramilitary arm of 
the FLU (national Liberation Front)* which is under command 
of the Communist Party of Venezuela <PCV), has been so active. 
More than $1*000,000 was spent in Venezuela between I960 and 
1964 for revolutionary activities* in addition to an 
unknown amount spent on arms supplied by Cube. In 1965 
the Venezuelan Government intercepted more than $ 300*000 
destined for the PCV from Cuba. 

2 . Terrorism was launched in 1961 aimed at overthrowing 
the government of President Betancourt . FALK terrorists wero 
instructed to attack oil pumping and power stations, highway 
bridges* and warehouses* as we 1 1 as urban targets. On 
1 November, a three-ton arms cache was found on a beach in 
northwestern Venezuela. Also found was a launch with an 
outboard engine, presumably used to transport the weapons 
from a ship to the beach. Investigations traced the cache 
and the outboard engine directly to Cuba. 
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3. fb® guerrillas committed themselves to field opera- 
tions prematurely in 1962 . Most were rounded up or dispersed 
by the armed forces; and 1S9 were tried for guerrilla activity 
and sentenced to long prison terms. Interrogation of these 
prisoners revealed that many of them had had guerrilla training 
in Cuba. 

4. On 2o July 1965, Venezuelan peasants reported the 
landing on the northeast coast of 40 men who were heavily 2 5X1C 
armed and dressed in green uniforms, and later a launch was 
found on the beach.

Various reports have been received that 
Teodoro Petfcoff, well-known Venezuelan guerrilla leader, 
returned to Venezuela in the duly landing and that he had 
recently been in Cuba. 

In July sag August 1»«6 the orthodox PCY strongly 
protested Castro’s support of the Bravo dissidents and 
threatened to break relations with Cuba. Castro responded 
by promising to provide f iaancial support to tbs orthodox 
PCV, but stated that be mould not cease bis support of the 
Douglas Bravo dissident group. 

$. According to unconfirmed reports, seventy armed 
men landed in an isolated area of the northeastern coast of 
Venezuela in November 1B66. Alfredo Hanoi ro, guerrilla 
leader of the FALK, said that the increased combat capabili- 
ties and the action Of the various armed groups xa Venezuela 
had resulted in part from training received in Vietnam and 
in part from the receipt of nee arms from Cuba by Douglas 
Bravo’s dissident guerrillas. It is possible that Maneiro 
may be referring to arms brought to Venezuela by the guerrillas 
who had landed previously.
